ANTE FINDS THE TARGET 


Ante Miilicic is a player that respects people that have 
helped him achieve what he has in the game. 


That has been blatantly obvious while he has been blazing 
a trail to the top of the National Soccer League's leading 
goalscorers list with a string of goals in Power's 2003/04 
NSL campaign. 


In the first 11 games of the season he found the back of 
the net 11 times to be perched on top of the list of 
strikers hoping to finish the season as the leading scorer. 


The 29-year-old has been scoring goals in the NSL on a 
regular basis since making his debut in the 1992/93 
season with Sydney United, tonight's visitors. 

In 1993 he was the centre of attention when playing 
for the Young Socceroos in the U20 World Cup, played 
in Australia, 


In a side that also included Socceroos Craig Moore, Kevin 
Muscat and Paul Agostino, Milicic scored against 
Columbia and Russia as Australia won both games in the 
group stage. He then scored in Australia’s heartbreaking 
2-1 loss to England in the 3rd place playoff. 


Three goals for his country and Ante Milicic had arrived. 


He went on to score 48 goals in 134 appearances for 
Sydney United in a career that was punctuated by a stint 
in Europe. A transfer to Sydney Olympic saw him 
continue to score goals, banging home 30 in 39 games, 
including the winner in the 2001/02 NSL grand final. 


This season he has played against both former teams, 
Sydney United and Sydney Olympic and scored all three 
of Power's goals in registering a 2-0 win against Sydney 
United and a 1-0 triumph over Sydney Olympic. 


In both games, there were no wild celebrations and runs 
towards the opposition bench. It is not his style. He 
showed joy at his goals and rejoiced with team mates but 
his celebrations were meek, choosing to show his former 
clubs the respect they showed him. 


It was best illustrated by the fact that when he was 
replaced late in the game against Sydney Olympic at OKI 
Jubilee Stadium, Milicic received applause from the home 
fans who are more accustomed to hurling abuse than 
applause at former players.

No fewer than five Sydney United players have plied their 
trade at the Power with the Santalab brothers (Brendan 
and Michael), Matt Langdon, Joe Vrkic and Liam Reddy all 
accustomed to Parramatta Stadium. 


Conversely, Milicic, is the only current Power player to 
have made the opposite trek - via Sydney Olympic. 


Of course things were different a few years back when 
Parramatta Power coaxed the majority of the Sydney 
United side to join the club in its initial season. 


Sydney United comes to Parramatta Stadium tonight with 
statistically the best defence in the competition. In 11 
games Sydney United has leaked just seven goals - two of 
which came through the right boot of Milicic. 


At the other end the goals have been very hard to come 
by with just 11 goals, bettering just the Olympic Sharks 
and Melbourne Knights for productivity in front of goal. 


But Coach Grant Lee has formed a very tight outfit that 
has surprised many to be firmly entrenched in the top four 
and deservedly so. 


History certainly favours Parramatta Power, who has won 
eight of the 11 matches contested with one draw and just 
two losses, Power has out-scored Sydney United 21 to 7 
in that time. 


At Parramatta Stadium the statistics are just as orninous 
with the Power winning four of the five games and 
drawing the other game to have an undefeated record 
against Sydney United at home. 


But, statistics count for little in soccer and the Parramatta 
Power v Sydney United clash is certain to have a little 
edge to it. 


Power fans will be hoping that Ante Milicic can keep up 
his “goal a game” season but you can bet that if he does 
find the back of the net there will be a measure of respect 
shown for his former club. 


Such is the class of the man!
